authenticate a second request, said second request being a request to access 
said remote modem; 

authenticate a third request, said third request being a request to access said 

network element; and 
transmit data for communicating operational status of the network element 

between the network element and a user computing device over a s e cur e 
an in-band pathway established between the user computing device and 
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the network element , the in-band pathway includes the firewall and a 
router, and wherein the in-band access path from the firewall to the 
remote network element and the out-of-band access path from the firewall 
to the remote network element are two distinct paths .
